Yada, who has arrived here, has caused some 
excitement by the statement that anti-Japa- 
nese legislation is pending in the Canadian 
provinces of British Columbia, Saskatche- 
wan, and Manitoba. 

PLANS MORE DRASTIC BILL. 

Sacramento. Cal,, April 20,—In the absence 
of new developments in the anti-alien land 
situation today interest centered in the 
amendments to be offered to the senate 
measure tomorrow by Senator Birdsall, if 
the bill comes up on file.

At least one member 
shall be a woman.

The proprietor called the police and 
deputies arrived at the restaurant before the 
men had departed, With drawn revolvers the 
deputies forced payments for the dinner. 

The men then declared there was no money 
in the party, but they expected to stay in this 
city for three days and be fed.

CONTINUE TO SHOW DECREASE. 


Shipments. from the United States 
_ Thirty-six Times as Much in 1907 
as Last Year. 


Washington, D. C., April 20—The United 
States was exporting more than thirty-six 
times as much fresh beef and cattle six years 
ago as it sends abroad today, as shown by 
statistic: made public today by Secretary 
Redfield of the department of commerce. 

In the first nine months of the present fiscal 
year, ended March 31, only 5,479,439 pounds 
of fresh beef and 13,508 pounds of cattle 
were exported, as compared with 200,060,729 
pounds of fresh beef and 307,726 pounds of 
cattle in the same months of 1907. The in- 
tervening years reveal uninterrupted de- 
crease. 

The population of the country has in- 
creased 11 per cent since 1907, and the num- 
ber of beef cattle has decreased 30 per cent. 
Furthermore, 222,000 head of cattle came into 
the country in the first eight months this 
year, against only 12,500 in 1907. 

In the last calendar year the United States 
exported 9,000,000 pounds of fresh beef, 
Argentina exported 756,000,000 pounds, Aus- 
tralia 100,000,000, New Zealand 27,250,000, and 
Uruguay 21,900,000. 

To the United Kingdom, Argentina sent 
789,000,000 pounds, against 684,000 pouhds 
from‘this country. The number of beef cattle 
in the United States in 1907 was 51,500,000; 
today it is 36,000,000. 

The United States surpassed its rivals, how- 
ever, in prices obtained, having received last 
year for beef exported an average of 11.67 
cents a pound, against 4.38 for Argentine, 
4.93 for Australian, and 5.26 for New Zealand 
beef.

NEW LAW STARTS ROW. 


Union Men Vindicate E. R. 
Wright from Charges Made 
by Organization Head. 


For the first time in years President John 
Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Federatien of 
Labor failed to control a meeting of that 
body yesterday. His wishes were déisre- 
garded and resolutions presented by him 
were defeated, despite his efforts to ewing 
the delegates. Fitzpatrick attacked the mo- 
tives of President Edwin R. Wright of the 
state federation, but Wright was vindicated 
by the local organization. 

The trouble arose over a discussion of the 
workmen’s compensation law and the em- 
ployers’ lability act. Fitzpatrick offered a 
resolution which alleged that Wright had be- 
trayed union labor. 


Calls Statements Falsehoods. 

“Wright has issued malicious falsehoods 
and printed circulars which have placed 
unten labor in a bad licht.“ declared Fits 
patrick. He is not acting in the best inter- 
est of labor.“ 

“The statements of your president are ma- 
licious falsehoods,’’ declared Wright, leaping 
to his feet. 

J absolutely deny that I have miisrepre- 
sented anything. I can prove any state- 
ment I ever made and if your president can- 
not make good his statements he should 
resign the presidency of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor. I have the circulars he re- 
fers to in my pocket and I stand ready 
right now to prove any statement in them. 


Challenges Fitzpatrick. 

“A man who will make charges of this 
kind is unfit to be an official, unless he can 
prove them. ‘I defy him now or at any time 
to substantiate his charges. I have intended 
to prefer charges against Fitspa trick as 
president of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. I challenge you, Fitzpatrick, tomake
